I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  sixth  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  and  Cleansing  Department., 

During  1966,  the  initial  survey  under  the  Offices, 

Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  19&3  was  almost  completed 
and,  in  addition,  a survey  of  premises  registered  under  the 
Factories  Act,  ^6*]  was  completed.  The  work  of  compiling  a 
new  register  of  all  food  premises  in  the  town  was  started 
with  a detailed  survey  of  food  premises  attached  to  the 
fishing  pcrto 

New  developments  in  the  town,  in  particular,  the 
rapid  expansion  on  the  West  side  and  the  extension  of 
Ockwell’s  caravan  site  by  a further  500  caravans,  continues 
to  increase  the  work  of  the  cleansing  service.  Fortunately, 
the  Council’s  policy  of  replacing  worn  out  refuse  collection 
vehicles  with  modern  continuous  loading  vehicles,  coupled 
with  the  co-operative  spirit  shown  by  the  cleansing  staff 
and  their  willingness  to  adapt  themselves  to  new  ideas  and 
conditions,,  have  enabled  this  additional  work  to  be  absorbed 
by  the  Department. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  the  year  and  this 
meant  that  the  Department  was  fully  staffed.  The  two 
students  employed  by  the  Department  were  successful  in 
passing  the  Intermediate  examination  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  Education  Board. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and 
Welfare  Committee  for  support  in  the  work  undertaken  during 
the  year  and,  finally,  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Department 
for  their  loyal  and  willing  co-operation.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  in  the  Borough  is  provided  by  the 
Fylde  Water  Boards  The  sources  of  the  water  are  the  Grizedale 
and  Stocks  reservoirs  and  the  supplies  from  these  reservoirs 
is  augmented  by  boreholes  at  Garstang  and  Broughton.,  The 
water  is  highly  potable  and  the  average  PoH*  value  during  the 
year  was  7-3  during  the  winter  and  9°0  during  the  summer* 

Samples  are  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  by 
the  Fylde  Water  Board  and  the  Health  Department,  these  samples 
show  that  the  water  supply  is  most  satisfactory*

SWIMMING  BATH  WATER 

The  water  for  the  Marine  Pool  is  pumped  in  direct 
from  the  sea  and  subjected  to  continuous  filtration  by 
mechanical  filters  and  then  chlorinated*  During  the  year, 
new  pumps  were  fitted  to  the  filtration  plant*  Regular  tests 
were  made  during  the  summer  months  when  the  pool  was  in  use 
to  ensure  that  the  amount  of  free  chlorine  was  being  maintained 
at  a satisfactory  level  and,  in  addition,  24  samples  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination*  The  results  of 
these  samples  were  as  follows;- 


Satisfactory  * * * 20 

Unsatisfactory  * * * 4 

6 samples  were  also  taken  from  Rossall  School  swimming 
baths*  The  first  three  samples  were  below  standard  and  advice 
was  given  with  regard  to  maintaining  a correct  level  of  free 
chlorine*  Subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory* 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

All  premises  within  the  Borough  are  drained  by  water 
carriage  and  the  district  is  well  provided  with  sewers* 

Sewage  is  carried  by  gravitation  except  for  the  Rossall  area 
and  a small  area  in  Radcliffe  Road  both  of  which  have  to  be 
pumped*  There  are  pumping  stations  at  Rossall  Square,  Rossall 
School,  Rossall  Beach  and  Wyre  Street*  In  recent  years  the 
pump  capacities  have  been  increased  and  this  has  practically 
eliminated  the  possibility  of  sewers  surcharging*  Sewage  is 
finally  discharged  into  the  sea  via  the  modern  pumping  station 
on  the  West  side*

The  cockroach  is  still  the  most  common  insect  pest 
within  the  Borough  and,  during  the  year,  a great  deal  of  time 
was  devoted  to  giving  systematic  block  treatments  to  clear 
houses  of  these  pests * During  the  summer  months,  ants  inside 
houses  give  rise  to  a good  number  of  complaints,  particularly 
in  houses  with  solid  floors <> These  pests  are  particularly 
difficult  to  deal  with  and  usually  require  long  and  patient 
treatment o

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SEWER  TREATMENT 


Late  in  the  year,  a survey  of  the  sewers  in  an  area 
in  the  older  part  of  the  town  was  carried  out*  121  manholes 
were  test  baited  and  takes  were  recorded  in  16  instancesc 
The  infested  manholes,  along  with  20  in  close  proximity,  were 
treated  with  flouracetamide<>  This  small  sewer  infestation  is 
most  unusual  within  the  Borough  of  Fleetwoodo  In  the  past, 
the  surcharging  of  the  sewers  has  prevented  rodent  infestation 
of  the  sewers  from  taking  place*  Improvements  in  the  sewer 
pumps  in  recent  years  have  obviously  reduced  surcharging  to 
the  extent  that  it  is  possible  for  rats  to  establish  themselves s 
This  situation  will  have  to  be  watched  very  carefully  in  future 
years o 

The  survey  showed  that  13 % of  the  manholes  in  the  area 
were  infested  with  rats  and  this  necessitated  the  treating  of 
29.7%  of  the  manholes »

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  town  continues  to  expand  with  various  developments , 
particularly  on  the  West  Side  and  at  the  caravan  sites «,  The 
character  of  refuse  has  also  greatly  changed  with  the  years, 
becoming  increasingly  lighter  and  bulkier  as  more  and  more 
paper  is  used  in  packaging  household  goods*  The  modern  trend 
towards  labour  saving  methods  of  house  heating  by  gas, 
electricity  and  oil  is  accompanied  by  an  increase  in  the  amount 
of  refuse  to  be  removed  as  less  paper  and  other  refuse  can  be 
burned  on  the  traditional  open  fires*  Quite  apart  from  changes 
in  the  character  of  refuse,  much  greater  quantities  of  refuse 
are  produced  by  our  modern  affluent  society*  The  necessity 
for  making  special  collections  has  become  greater  in  recent 
years*  Household  articles  such  as  furniture  etc®  that  not 
many  years  ago  would  have  had  a second  hand  value  are  today 
put  out  as  refuse*  In  the  Borough  of  Fleetwood,  these 
special  collections  are  given  free  of  charge*  The  variety

STREET  CLEANSING 

The  methods  of  street  sweeping  employed  are  hand 
sweeping  in  conjunction  with  pedestrian  controlled  electric 
street  orderly  trucks  and  mechanical  street  sweeping  with  a 
me chani cal  sweeper 0 

During  the  summer  season,  the  lower  promenade  is 
swept  daily  and  the  beach  cleared  of  litter «,  A task  that 
has  to  be  dealt  with  all  the  year  round  is  the  clearing  of 
blown  sand  which  can  block  the  Esplanade  very  quickly 
during  a gale0 

The  greatest  part  of  the  work  in  connection  with 
street  cleaning  is  still  carried  out  by  hand,  despite  the 
fact  that  mechanical  sweepers  are  both  efficient  and 
economic  in  use®  The  reason  why  such  an  amount  of  hand 
sweeping  is  still  necessary  can  be  explained  by  one  word 
"Litter",,  Hand  sweepers  spend  most  of  their  time  picking 
up  the  litter  so  thoughtlessly  dropped  by  the  public,.  If 
no  litter  were  dropped  at  all,  street  sweeping  costs  could 
be  cut  by  more  than  half. 

GULLY  EMPTYING 

Street  gullies  are  cleaned  by  a vacuum  gully  emptier,.

The  work  of  rodent  repression  in  the  Dock  Estate  has 
only  recently  been  taken  over  by  the  Public  Health  Department 
from  the  British  Transport  Docks  Boardo  During  June  and  July, 
several  heavy  infestations  of  rats  were  discovered  by  survey 
and  treatedo

SECTION  XIV o - PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHELL  FISH)  REGULATIONS , 1934  & 1948 


All  of  the  shell-fish  beds  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Port  Health  Authority  are  liable  to  pollution*.  Notices 
are  exhibited  prohibiting  the  taking  of  shellfish  from  these 
beds  for  human  consumption*,  A local  order  was  made  in  1939 , 
closing  all  shell  fish  beds,  within  the  port  health  area» 
Samples  of  shellfish  are  taken  at  regular  intervals  and  sent 
for  bacteriological  examination,  five  such  samples  taken 
during  the  year  showed  sewage  contamination .

The  port  is  one  of  the  country's  leading  fishing  ports, 
large  quantities  of  fish  are  landed  daily  and  all  fish  is 
inspected  after  landing*.  The  Port  Health  Inspector's  time  is 
largely  taken  up  with  this  important  work*  A good  spirit  of 
co-operation  has  been  built  up  between  the  fishing  industry 
and  this  department  and,  as  a result,  on  no  occasion  was  it 
necessary  to  make  application  for  a warrant  or  an  order  from 
a Justice  in  order  to  enforce  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations. 

The  amount  of  fish  surrendered  during  the  year  was 
17,335  cwtse  1 qr*.
